"In texipcrary depres .ons private 
h'Tvlduals can niaintsln their 'pros¬ 
perity' ntnndarj of living and incur 
indebtedness In anticipation of the 
return of their previous carningn 
and Income. Governmental activi¬ 
ties may be carried on on the same 
basts, public works undertaken and 
indebtedness Incurred In anticipation 
of the return of the larger pub ic re¬ 
venue of prosperous days. 

'.When a s:mt-pcrmancnt depres 
sl;n exists an entirely different pub¬ 
lic and private policy should be pur¬ 
sued. When a private individual's 
Income has been more or less perman 
ently curtailed, he must curtail his 
living expenses nnd cease borrowing 
because his future income gives no 


assurance of equa ling that of the 
past. So with public activities, a 
coml permanent depression neceisl- 
tates curtailment of public expenses 
strict economy, and refraining from 
Increasing the public indebtedness.

The cost of building and repairing I 
fences on the farms and ranches of 
Western Canada is an important 
tern of the yearly expenditure. Whi’c | 
the initial cost of the fence pest is 
not as great as that of the wire, the 
cost over a period of years may he 
greater, as may of the pests must be 
replaced from time to time. Conse¬ 
quently, any method of extending the 
lie of th 3 past ut a reasonable cost 
should be of interest to anyone con¬ 
cerned with the p-rob'em of fence 
building and maintenance. 

For well seasoned cedar and tam- 
arac post3, coal tar is perhaps the 
mest economical preservative for 
farm and ranch conditions. Creosote 
oil, while it is a more effective pre¬ 
servative, is more expensive anil mor 0 | 
difficu't to apply. Should the crco- 
soted treatment be required, it is re¬ 
commended that pressure creosoted 
posts be purchased from a preserv¬ 
ing p ant. The coal tar treatment 
costs approximately l'i to 2 cents 
per post, .while the cost of creosot- 
ing is as high as 5 or 6 cents per 
post.

The a- 
greements concluded py the Canadian 
Government with the United King¬ 
dom, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, the Irish Free Stale an 1 
Southern Rhodesia provide wider op- 
potunities than ever for an extension 
of our overseas commerce. Similarly 
advantageous trade treatirs are we’l 
towards finalization with India an 1 
Newfoundland. On August 20th last 
Canadian business received tangible 
evidence of potential {economic ex¬ 
pansion overseas. Ihe Conference 
pact aready signed and sealed wil’, 
when ratified by the Empire Paria- 
ments, throw wider open markets of 
a quarter of the world's population. 
Four hundred million people are po¬ 
tential buyers at our doors both East 
and West. 1 

In return for the concession to nat¬ 
ural ard processed products from th; 
land of the Maple Leaf, Canada in 
granting tangible preferences t"> tv.c 
wares of other Empire producer?. 
Those who evolved the trade treaties 
with the United Kingdom and o r 
sister Dominions vvise'y bore in mind 
that Canada to be a seller must be a 
buyer also. The revisions to be made

purchasing of Empire produce b/ 
Canadians. 

It is most essential that Canadian 
business men should grasp the full 
significance of the agreements reach¬ 
ed at the Imperial Conference a d.

For let th, re 
be no misapprehension about th,, fac L 
that the results at Ottawa are bril - 
iant with promise for Canadian im 
port and export business, and should 
lead towards a desirable stabilizing of 
our domestic and overseas economy.
